reported to be seeking a large increase in funds from congress 
at the next session to expand the food stamp plan of the Agricul- 


ture Department, a survey of 


public sentiment shows over- 


whelming indorsement of the idea behind this program for dis- 
tributing surplus food to families on relief. 
The food stamp plan was first started in Rochester, N. Y., 


last May, and is now or will soon be in effect in 17 cities. 


Its 


original purpose was to bridge'the gap between food surpluses 
produced by the farmers, and the several million unemployed 


families without sufficient food. 


The plan permits relief fami- 


lies to buy, with special orange and blue stamps, surplus food 
products below the regular selling price, the government making 


up the difference. 


To get some idea as to how this principle might be accepted 
throughout the nation, the Institute conducted a survey among 
a cross-section of voters both rich and poor in every state. 

It found that they not only approve the plan in principle, 
but a majority at this time believe it should be extended to in- 
clude low-income families not on relief as well as those already 


receiving relief. 


Voters’ opinions were sought on this issue:

NAZI PLANES DROP 
BALLOON’ MINES 


Reich Fliers Sow Thames 
Estuary, British Coast 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—(UP)— 
British naval authorities, believ- 
ing that Chancellor Adolf Hitler 
might be making good his boast 
of a “secret weapon,” reported to- 
night that German warplanes are 
dropping “balloon mines” in the 
estuary of the Thames outside 
London and along the coasts. 

Quoting eyewitnesses who told 
of seeing low-swooping Nazi 
planes dropping the mines by 
parachute, the naval leaders 
blamed the startling new weapon 
for much of the terror of the in- 
tensified war at sea. Mostly from 
“wild” mines alleged to have been 
sown by the Germans in disre- 
gard-of international law. 

Never in the history of warfare 
has such a type’ of mine been 
used before and naval leaders im- 
mediately recalled Hitler’s boast 


in a speech at Danzig on Septem-

Al 
the total number of persons seek- 
ings jobs through the public em- 
ployment offices dropped to the 
lowest level in 22 months. 

Of the 308,400 cpenings in pri- 
vate industry which were filled, 
about half were jobs of a contin- 
uing nature, the board reported. 
The total was 7 per cent above 
that of September, and nearly 50 
per cent higher than in October of 
1937 and 1938. During the first 
10 months of this year over 2,- 
192,000 jobs in private industry 
were filled, an increase of about 
42 per cent over the same period 
in 1938. 

The total number of men and 


women registered with the public 
employment offices dropped below 
5,500,000 by the end of October, a 
decrease of 4 per cent from the 
previous month and 30 per cent 
from October of last year.

Sally Saver

Left-over turkey and crisp, diced 
celery blended with pineapple 
curry dressing never would be 
considered an anti-climax. It’s 
only when the turkey is served, 
scraps of meat clinging to bones 
that are bare here and there that 
are family balks. And it isn’t fair 
to that great bird to present him, 
who was so grand when he came 
fresh from the oven, in any such 
half-picked state. So if there is 
left-over turkey, dice it, mix it 
with a good quantity of crisp 
diced celery and blend it with this 
dressing, which is to be confined 
with an equal quantity of mayon- 
naise: 

Pineapple Curry Dressing. 

1 1-2 tablespoons cornstarch. 

1 cup unsweetened pineapple 
juice. 

3-4 teaspoon curry powder. 

1 teaspoon cold water. 

Cook cornstarch and pineapple 
juice, which have been mixed to 
a smoth paste, until thick and 
creamy. Then add curry, which 
has been mixed with the cold wa- 
ter. Beat thoroughly. Cool. It 
should be the consistency of brown 
sauce. If too thick, add a little 
pineapple juice. Vary quanity of 
curry according to taste, but never 
let the curry flavor predominate 
the pineapple. Mix this dressing 
with an equal quantity of mayon- 
naise and toss turkey and celery 
to blend well. Garnish the turkey 
salad with cranberry jelly. 

A potato and cheese souffle 
would be fine with the turkey 
salad. This is the way to make it. 

Potato and Cheese Souffle. 

Reheat 1 cup left-over mashed 
potatoes in a double boiler, adding 
1-2 cup milk and beating the mix- 
ture to make a smooth blend. Melt 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
in a sauce pan, add 2 tablespoons 
flour and when mixed add to the 
hot potato mixture and stir until 
thickened. Remove from fore and 
add 1 cup grated soft American 
cheese, salt and pepper to season, 
1-2 teaspoon dry mustard and 1-2 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. 
Next stir in the well beaten yolks 
of three eggs. Beat the whites 
stiff and fold them into the mix- 
ture. Pour into a greased, deep 
baking dish and bake in a hot 
oven, 400 degrees, for 35 to 40 
minutes or until well puffed, firm 
and browned. Serve immediately. 
Serves four to six.

Creole Chowder. 

Heat six cups water to boiling 
point and add two teaspoons salt, 
four boillon cubes, one cup thinly 
sliced celery, one green pepper, 
cut in shreds; two cups finely 
diced potatoes, one-half cup sliced 
onions, three cups canned toma- 
toes, one cup sliced string beans 
or lima beans and one cup rice. 
Cover and boil gently until the 
rice and vegetables are tender. Stir 
in two tablespoons butter or mar- 
gerine five minutes before serv- 
ing. If the soup is too thick add 
more water or two cups tomato 
juice or milk. It should be fairly 
thick, but if it boils too rapidly it 
becomes more like a stew.

EIGHT MORE SHIPS 
SUNK IN ONE DAY 


Submarines Join Mines 
Spreading Havoc Around 
Britain. 


By The Associated Press. 

Known shipping losses of all na- 
tions from the European war rose 
td 151 yesterday as submarines 
joined with mines in spreading 
havoc in‘the seas around the Brit- 
ish «Isles. 

The sinking of eight more ves- 
sels—three by undersea boats, four 
by mines and one by a cause un- 
determined—was reported during 
the first of America’s two Thanks- 

ings, sending the known toll 
since last Saturday to 25. 

This sudden outburst of activity, 
following a lull earlier in the 
month, raised the daily average to 
approximately the same level 
reached during the first two 
months of the conflict. 

Meanwhile, each side in the war 
hurled new charges at the other in 
connection with the struggle at sea. 

An official announcement from 
Berlin declared a German emigrant 
“employed by the British intelli- 
gence service” had committed a 
“number” of acts of sabotage on 
German, Italian ana Japanese ships 
between November, 1937, and No- 
vember, 1938, and added: 

“The first ship of English origin 
in which perhaps a similar act was 
undertaken by the order of the 
intelligence service is the Athenia.” 

Other developments: 

An American ship arriving at 
Boston reported seeing in the mid- 
Atlantic near the equator a Brit- 
ish aircraft carrier, and cruiser and 
a French cruiser, apparently hunt- 
ing for German raiders. 

The Netherlands government 
made a bitter protest against Brit- 
ain’s “reprisal” plan to seize Ger- 
man exports on neutral ships. 

The Holland-America liner Sta- 
tendam, with 1,250 passengers, 
prepared to leave for New York 
as shipping companies resumed 
sailings except to British ports. 


VENLOO INCIDENT 
EXPLAINED BY DUTCH 


British Intelligence Officers 
Told Hague They Were on 
Peace Mission. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Nov. 
23.—(4)—An official Netherlands 
statement declared tonight that 
two British army officers seized 
on the Dutch frontier near Ven- 
loo November 9 and now held in 
Germany as alleged accomplices 
in the Munich beer hall bombing, 
had represented themselves to be 
engaged in peace negotiations. 

It also was announced that an 
unnamed Netherlands army offi- 
cer and J. Lemmens, Dutchman 
acting as a chauffeur, were ab- 
ducted and taken into Germany. 

The Britons, Sigismund Payne 
Best, intelligence officer of the 
British general staff during the 
World War, and Captain Rich- 
ard Henry Stevens, chief of the 
European staff of the British se- 
cret service, said the official 
statement, “had identified them- 
selves as being in charge of ne- 
gotiations with the Germans to in- 
vestigate the possibility of peace 
efforts.” 

The statement explained the 
Netherlands intelligence officer 
“had an order from a superior of- 
ficer to be present in the inter- 
est of Dutch neutrality.” 

This was the first official ad- 
mission that a Netherlands army 
man had been involved in the in- 
cident:at Venloo, on the German 
border, the day after the Munich

In organizing the staff of the 
new North Georgia Methodist an- 
nual conference the same secre- 
taries were continued. 

Some 3,500 people attended the 
recognition service at 10 a. m. 
Promptly at that hour Bishop J. 
L. Decell made the announcement, 
and the special service was be- 
gun. . Taking part in the function 
were four other bishops. Bishops 
Warren A. Candler and William 
T. Watkins were unable to attend 
the special recognition service, on 
account of illness. Bishops pres- 
ent and taking part were Bishop 
W. N. Ainsworth, of Macon; Bish- 
op U. V. W. Darlington, of Hunt- 
ington, W. Va.; Bishop Clare W. 
Purcell, of Charlotte; Bishop F. T. 
Keeny,; of Miami. 

The formal address on Meth- 
odist union was delivered by Bish- 
op F. T. Keeny. In his discourse 
the bishop referred to the organi- 
zation of Methodism, how it had 
been improved through the dec- 
ades, increasing and emphasizing 
the spirit of fellowship. For the 
Methodist church of the future, the 
bishop insisted upon larger work 
for Jaymen and youth, and for 
Methodism to take the part of 
leadership in evangelism. 

President Greeted. 

The conference voted to send 
special greetings to President 
Roosevelt, now at Warm Springs, 
Ga. The full letter to President 
Roosevelt is as follows: 

Greetings to President Roose- 
velt from the North Georgia 
Methodist conference: 

Whereas, Hon. Franklin Del- 
ano Roosevelt, President of these 
United States, our fellow citizen 
by adoption, is now in Georgia, 
our beloved commonwealth, and 

Whereas, we are today touch- 
ed into a spirit of loftiest thanks- 
giving in connection with this 
historic conference session of 
uniting Methodisms in America 
upon this our day of national 
thanksgiving, 

Therefore be it resolved, That 
we extend to our President and 
to his family hearty welcome to 
our borders; 

That we again express our ap- 
preciation to him for his noble 
greetings to our uniting confer- 
ence, held in Kansas City and, 

That we assure him of our 
earnest prayers for God’s bless- 
ing upon him in his own per- 
sonal life and in the grave duties 
of his official position. 

Delegates Voted On. 

Methodist conference members 
were asked during the afternoon 
to cast a ballot for election of del- 
egates to the general and jurisdic- 
tional conferences of next year, 
Bishop Decell instructed that min- 
isters vote for 12 clerical delegates, 
and that laymen vote for 12 lay 
delegates. 

On the first ballot one clerical 
delegate to the general and juris- 
dictional conference was named. 
He was Dr. W. P. King, a mem- 
ber of the conference now sta- 
tioned in Nashville as editor of 
the Nashyille Christian Advocate. 

Seven laymen named on. this 
ballot to the general conference, 
two of whom also will attend the 
jurisdictional conference, were 
Dr. I. S. Ingram, of Carrollton, 
president of West Georgia Col- 
lege; and Dr. Hubert Quillian, 
president of LaGrange College, 
who will attend both conferences, 
and Dr. T. J. Lance, president of 
Young Harris College; Dr. Jere A. 
Wells, Fulton county school su- 
perintendent; Smith L. Johnston, 
of Woodstock; Mrs. L. M. Awtry, 
of Woodstock, president of the 
Conference Woman’s Missionary 
Society, and Dr. N. G. Slaughter, 
of Athens, district lay leader. 

According to membership, this 
conference is entitled to five dele- 
gates in the general legislative 
body, which number includes the 
five elected to the higher body. 

The general conference is to 
meet at Atlantic City next May, 
while the place for the sectional 
meeting has not as yet been nam- 
ed. The probability is that it will 
assemble in Atlanta some time in 
the summer. 

Results of the election by first 
ballot were to be announced at 
the night session. 

2,000 Hear Sermon. 

Despite the fact that many 
scores of conference members were 
absent attending committee meet- 
ings, more than 2,000 conference 
folk and visitors attended the 
preaching service, when Bishop U. 
V. Darlington, of Huntington, W 
Va., delivered the sermon. 

Bishop Darlington said he had 
not come to preach or teach, but 
merely to “exhort you to be loyal 
to God.” For his Scripture theme 
he selected Scripture of Deuteron- 
omy, first chapter, sixth and sev- 
enth verses: “Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mountain; turn ye, 
and take up your journey, and go.” 

Numbers of ministers and lay- 
men said the bishop’s discourse 
was truly great preaching. Bishop 
Darlington will preach again to- 
day and tomorrow at 3:15. | 

In his discourse the bishop de- 
nied that the outstanding of

Saturday’s program includes 
three conference sittings, with 
preaching again in the afternoon, 
and laymen’s board anniversary 
at night. Bishop Decell is to or- 
dain deacons at 11:30 Saturday 
morning. 

Sunday's program embraces a 
love feast at 9:30, with preach- 
ing at 11 by Bishop Decell. At 2 
o’clock Sunday afternoon will be 
the memorial session, in honor of 
the deceased of the year. Dr. A. 
M. Pierce, of Milledgeville, has 
been chosen as the memorial 
speaker. 

Following the memorial session, 
Bishop Decell will read the pas- 
toral assignments for the coming 
year.

In the fiscal years 1935 and 
1936, the Georgia relief expendi+« 
tures were $51,696,613; in 1937 
they were $32,499,635; in 1938, 
$26,429,781; in 1939, $44,237,188, 
and in the first four months of 
fiscal year 1940, $9,830,977.

announcing assignment of its funds for the 
coming Christmas season, displayed a wisdom 
and, at the same time, a degree of human sym- 
pathy which adds much to the value of the 
giving. When such gifts can be made with a 
background of so much genuine feeling for the 
need, the value of the donations is doubled. 

In establishing a professorship at Emory 
University School of Medicine the Foundation 
opened, perhaps, the greatest potentiality for 
benefit to humanity of all its benefactions. 
There is no activity, of today, which is doing 
more, or is in greater need of support, for the 
improvement of the human race than the great 
medical schools, the laboratories of medical 
research and the hospitals. Yet, to man the 
research centers and to bring adequately 
trained men to the service of the hospitals, 
the first essential is properly staffed and 
equipped medical schools. Thus the value of 
the professorship established as the “Joseph B. 
Whitehead Chair of Surgery,” at Emory school. 

As for the general gifts for charity, all that 
can be said is they contribute, much, to the 
hope for better conditions of life in the Atlanta 
of the future. For years those agencies whose 
goal is the welfare of the less fortunate among 
us have struggled with a task that’ appeared 
almost infinite. Now, with such gifts as these, 
new hope awakes that the day may be nearer 
than optimism has imagined, when human 
helplessness may become a negligible factor 
in the circumstances of Atlanta life. 


This Really Counts 

Reports from public employment agencies, 
whether state-wide or affecting only one coun- 
ty, have real value in showing the speed with 
which the unemployment problem is being 
solved. That it is nowadays moving toward 
solution is evident. More jobs are becoming 
available for those willing and competent to 
fill them and the total of idle workers in the 
nation is decreasing. 

Job placement agencies must, by the very 
nature of things, accept every opportunity to 
find work for those seekers after employment 
whose names aré on their lists. This means 
they fill, broadly speaking, two types of jobs. 
Permanent and temporary. Thus it becomes 
necessary, if any conception of the reduction in 
employment is sought, to consicer chiefly those 
placed in permanent positions. 

As an example, the report for Fulton and 
DeKalb counties for the week ending Novem- 
ber 18, made by the Georgia State Employment 
Service, shows a total of 151 jobs found, with 
84 of these permanent positions and the other 
67 involving workers needed for less than one 
month, It is easily seen that, in any computa- 
tion for permanent gains, only the 84 steady 
jobs can be considered. 


This is not to say that the 67 temporary 
jobs were not valuable and gladly accepted. To 
& Man, or woman, seeking work so that neces- 
sittes of life may be earned, any honest job is 
welcome. Even though it only be for an hour 
or two, it is better than nothing. 

But, for real results in the war on unem- 
ployment it is the permanent jobs that count. 
It is, therefore, indicative of a much better con- 
dition in the labor market when 56 per cent of 
the positions found are lasting in character. 
At that rate, unemployment, with all its at- 
tendant problems of relief and human suffer- 
ing, will rapidly decrease. Which is what eco- 
nomists really mean when they speak of re- 
turning prosperity.

Further, the creation of a second field will 
go far toward confirming the already generally 
held belief that Atlanta is the hub of south- 
eastern air commerce, just as she is the cen- 
ter of rail transportation for this part of the 
country.

Tragic Reassurance 

Ever since the days immediately preceding 
the declaration by Britain of the new war 
against Germany, large areas of England have 
been dotted with those huge barrage balloons 
intended to provide a protective network 
against possible enemy air raiders, 

It is estimated that over London alone ap- 
proximately 1,000 of these great blimps float, 
while fleets of relative size are to be seen over 
other British cities and industrial areas. Over 
any area, in fact, which might be considered 
a legitimate target for enemy air bombs. 

These balloons float, on the end of cables 
attached, at the ground, to huge motor trucks, 
at heights varying from a few hundred yards 
to four miles. By a system of connecting cables 
a huge net is thus maintained in the air. 

There has been much argument, pro and 
con, as to the actual value of the barrage bal- 
loons under the test of real attack. This test 


has not yet come but a recent gispatch from 


London indicates the barrage has, in an advert- 
ent try-out, fulfilled the claims of its inventors. 
A British civil aircraft accidentally flew into 
the barrage network. It was brought to the 
ground and its crew of two killed. __ 

Tragic, yet in its proof of value of the bar- 
rage, reassuring to Britain. 

There is one informative word in the dis- 
patch. It is stated the illfated plane was a 
“civil” aircraft. In the early weeks of the war 
only war planes were allowed to use the path- 
ways of the sky above Britain. Regulations 
must have been lifted, to some extent, now, if 
a civil aircraft is permitted in the air at all. 


English Culture in War 

The old saying about an ill wind bids fair to 
apply in great measure in present-day England. 
The European war, it appears, may have a 
beneficial effect on the writing and the reading 
in that country. 

For many years foreign critics have scored 
English literature as being too verbose. Now, 
the need to conserve paper may result in shorter 
books and the often-urged pruning of words 
may thus come about. On the reading side, 
publishers anticipate a boom during war days. 
They point out that the long evenings, when 
cities are blacked out for possible air raids and 
when all good citizens are supposed to be at 
home, may bring about a veritable revival of 
reading. Naturally, the more leisure in which 
to read—the more books sold. 

In the field of painting, England is doing 
well, despite the conflict. The Contemporary 
Art Society has arranged the first of war-time 
exhibitions, at Oxford, while another exhibi- 
tion has been planned for London. A series 
of concerts is also planned for the National 
Gallery and the Old Vic Dramatic School, a 
famous institution, has announced its intention 
to reopen. 

The war goes on—but so does culture. The 
interest in literature, painting and music in 
such trying times as the present is a tribute 
to the character of the English people, 

A NEW CURB ON WAR ZONE TRAVEL 

(From The Philadelphia Enquirer.) 

If the neutrality act is to serve its whole pur- 
pose as a safeguard against the involvement of 
this country in the European war, its enforcement 
has to be adjusted to meet changing conditions 
and developing needs. Thus we find the State 
Department issuing new regulations, to supplant 
those put out only two weeks ago, for Ameri- 
cans who may be permitted to travel in combat 
areas proclaimed.under the act. 

By the new rules holders of American pass- 
ports who are required to travel in combat zdnes 
can no longer merely “proceed in accordance with 
the authorizations and subject to the restrictions 
noted on such passports,” as the announcement 
of November 6 set forth. They must now have 
their passports indorsed as valid for “one specific 
journey” into or through combat areas. 

If this additional tightening, of travel regula- 
tions implies a further surrender of rights by 
age citizens they can find eomfort in the 
fact that the complex neutrality rules have as 
their object the preservation of this country from

On each of these points he drove 
home for a touchdown. He had 
the people with him because he 
was telling them the truth with 
passionate earnestness and in an 
appeal that would not be denied.

The proclama- 
tion of the day is a matter of routine and no special precedent guides 
it. It grew out of a harvest festival idea.. We long ago dropped the 
wooden benches, the sermons of four hours’ duration, and other 
accoutrements of Thanksgiving as begun in this country, after the 
manner of European harvest festivals, by the Pilgrims. 

Going to the bookcases, I took down Volume I of the “Messages 
and Papers of the Presidents.” George Washington’s first procla- 
mation was for November 26; his proclamation for 1795 set the 
official. Thanksgiving date for February 19. Not until Abraham 
Lincoln named the fourth Thursday was there any precedent set, 
Lincoln was a breaker of precedents. I rather like a Democratic 
day. Certainly it was amusing, if nothing else, to see and hear all 
the solemn furore created by the proclamation of 1939. 


THE FEBRUARY THANKSGIVING That February Thanks- 

| giving proclamation, 
made on January 1, 1795, is interesting because it has many points 
so similaf with conditions today. It begins: 

“When we review the calamities which affect so many. other 
nations, the present condition of the United States affords much 
matter of consolation and satisfaction. Our exemption hitherto | 
from foreign war, an increasing prospect of the continuance of that 
exemption, the great degree of internal tranquillity by the sup- 
pression of an insurrection which so wantonly threatened it, the 
happy course of our public affairs in general, the unéxampled pros- 
perity of all classes of our citizens—are circumstances which pecul- 
iarly mark our situation with indications of the Divine Providence 
towards us. In such a state of things, it is in an especial manner, 
our duty as a people, with devout reverence and affectionate grati- 
tude, to acknowledge our many and great obligations to Almighty 
God and to’implore Him to continue and confirm the blessings we. 
experience. 

“Deeply penetrated with this sentiment, I, George Washington, 
President of the United States; do recommend to all religious socie- 
ties and denominations and to all persons whomsoever within the 
United States to set apart and observe Thursday the nineteenth of 
February next as a day of public Thanksgiving and prayer. ... In 
testimony whereof I have caused the seal of the United States of 
America to be affixed to these presents and signed the same with 
my hand. Done at Philadelphia the first day of January, one 
thousand and seven hundred and ninety-five, and in the Inde- 
pendence of the United States of America the nineteenth.” 

The day was observed fittingly and none protested because it 
was not held in November... One might go on. President Adams 
set the Thanksgiving of 1798 for May 6. The sound and thé fury 
of 1939 is amusing. 

The insurrection referred to in the proclamation of 1795 was 
the whisky rebellion in Pennsylvania. It was a very real crisis in 
our young life as a republic. Washington temporized for three years 
until the citizens of the republic were believed stronger in their 
affections for the new constitution and the government, 

Well, having given thanks—what now? 


THE REAL JOB There is no indication we are to get into the 
war in Europe. It patently is not the sort of 
war which will for some time require great numbers of men. 

Therefore, it might be well for all those who are organizing so-

The teachers have received only a part of their pay for 
last year’s work. Old-age pensions are unpaid or paid only in part.

War Names for West 
Wall. 


The strength of Siegfried is at- 
tributed, along with his name, to 
the German line of forts facing 
France under the official title of 
the West Wall. In pre-Christian 
German legends of the Rhine 
treasure and the Nibelungs, a 
bulletin from the National Geo- 
graphic Society recalls, Siegfried 
was the superhuman warrior 
whom no weapon could harm, be- 
cause a bath of dragon’s blood 
had made him invulnerable. Dis- 
covery of a small spot between 
his shoulders which had missed 
the blood bath’s protection be- 
came, however, the cause of his 
destruction. 

Another popular name for the 
West Wall, the Limes Line, re- 
calls the strong fortified wall 
which Romans built along the 
Limes Germanicus, or German 
boundary, almost 20 centuries ago. 
It faced in a direction opposite to 
that of the present Limes Line, 
however. It was. established to 
protect Roman legions in the Em- 
pire’s outlying provinces from the 
attack of hostile German tribes. 
In the fourth and fifth centuries, 
A. D., the Germans battered at 
the wall, and their triumphant 
surge through it and into France 
and Italy was one of the vital 
factors in the downfall of the an- 
cient Roman Empire.

The great majority of America’s people, men and women, of 
high and low estate, are too well bred—too well trained in the 
niceties of good behavior—to make a scene in public. They hate 
to make themselves conspicuous, If they must have a controversy 
in a public place, they instinctively lower their voices. 

This is not true of the people called “trash,” who have no per- 
sonal dignity to lose, nor of the shrewd gentry whose professions 
require the exercise of colossal gall in public places. These enjoy 
public scenes, as members of the cat tribe enjoy playing with a 
victim, for they know they have every advantage. 

It is a dread of a scene that causes well-bred people to fear the 
witness chair. Answering the same questions in private would 
not embarrass them. But ‘to sit before’ a crowd and be squalled 
at by a play-acting person they despise is an experience that seems 
shameful and degrading. It isn’t a fair contest, for the shyster who 
bullies them is incapable of shame. 

But if personal dignity and decent modesty make most people 
easy to gyp or impose upon, they have a sure and easy defense if 
they will use it. 

I once saw a stubborn countryman stand at a circus ticket win- 
dow, holding his place despite the impatient crowd, howling for 
justice louder and: louder until the hard-boiled ticket-seller sur- 
rendered and gave him the correct amount of change. 

When fear of a scene makes you an easy mark, the one sure 
remedy is to outsmart the enemy by making a worse scene yourself,

Last May the Institute found

ing a preference in a survey. He 
was more than three times as pop- 
ular as his two nearest rivals, Sen- 
ator Vandenberg and Senator Taft.

A relatively small proportion of 
voters (12 per cent) said they had 
no opinion.

But 
at the moment it seems clear that 
the idea involved in the plan is 
popular. 

It is considerably more popular 
among Democratic voters in the 
survey than among Republicans.

“Only abuses on the part of 
clients and grocers can halt oper- 
ation of the plan, which would 
mean $1,000,000 extra business to 
Birmingham grocers each year,” 
Lettice said, pointing out that the 
plan also served to stimulate trade. 

Today 36,000 persons, certified 
for relief by the Department of 
Public. Welfare, receive $2 worth 
of blue stamps, exchangeable for 
designated surplus foods, at gro- 
cery stores, each month. 

In October, the number receiv- 
ing the stamps was 88 per cent of 
the total certified for relief, and 
slightly less than the number re- 
ceiving the stamps in September. 


Lettice said that in order to be 
eligible for stamps any month, a 
client must have returned by the 
15th of the preceding month the 
empty folder he received the 
month before. Thus the October 
decline was attributed to the num- 
ber failing to return empty fold- 
ers received in August. 

Birmingham is the only south- 
ern city where the plan is in ef- 
fect and here only the blue stamps 
are distributed, good only for sur- 
plus foods. 

Most independent grocers ex- 
change the stamps with whole- 
salers who deposit them in Bir- 
mingham banks. Chain stores de- 
posit them directly: Ninety-five 
per cent of the stamps go through 
the banks, but they may be clear- 
ed through the auditing office of 
the FSCC. The banks make no 
charge for exchange.

For Sulfanilamide Crystals 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., 
(UP)—Sulfanilamide crystals, 
sprinkled on cuts like salt on a 
beefsteak, were described by two 
St. Louis, Mo., specialists tonight 
as a newly-discovered agent in 
preventing infection and healing 
wounds. 


The wound could be closed after 
the crystals had been sprinkled 
on it, which, explained Dr. J. Al- 
bert Key and Dr. Thomas H. Bur- 
ford, was not only important in 
civil life where injuries from au- 
tomobile accidents were becoming 
more frequent, but even more im- 
portant in military surgery. 

“This method,” the St. Louis

industry is 93.5 per cent of the 
theoretical capacity, an all-time 
high, and most experts agree that 
backlogs of domestic and foreign 
orders will keep it at about the 
same level through January. 


An estimated 80,000 furloughed 
men have been recalled to the 
mills since July. Employment in 
the industry is near 535,000 and 
the December pay roll may ex- 
ceed $70,000,000. Not since 1936 
and 1929 have so many been at 
work during the Christmas sea- 
son. 

Hourly wages- are up about 16 
per cent from 1936 and about 26 
per cent from 1935 as the result of 
the signing of union contracts, the 
steel workers’ organizing commit- 
tee says. The average steel work- 
er,’ the SWOC estimates, drew 
$30.50 weekly in September and 
probably more this month. 

Birmingham Profits. 

In Birmingham, where the steel 
business is the core of that south- 
ern steel center’s industrial life, 
steel operations have advanced 
from 70 per cent of capacity at the 
outbreak of the European war to 
94 per cent.

One Laggard Listed. 

Construction men feared the 
slackening of public expenditures 
with the death of the PWA, but 
the loosening of corporate purse 
strings has gone far to fill the 
gap. Since June 30, awards for 
public construction have fallen 
about $170,000,000 behind their 
1938 pace, but private contracts 
have speeded up by approximate- 
ly the same amount. 

Commercial building, which in 
boom years accounted for more 
than 40 per cent of total engi- 
neering construction, has been a 
laggard in current revival. 

This is the field which must 
pick up, building experts contend, 
if private capital is to regain its 
place as the principal support of 
the construction industry. From 
1925 through 1930 annual com- 
mercial construction exceeded 
$1,000,000,000 every year and to- 
taled $1, 700, 000.009 in 1929. 

Rails Outlook Brighter. 

Despite a deficit of $91,765,684 
in the first six months, the na- 
tion’s $26,000,000,000 -railroad in- 
dustry now ‘confidently expects to 
end 1939 with a profit of $65,000,- 
000 to $80,000,000. 

The latest report of the Asso- 
sociation of American Railroads 
shows a nine-month deficit, after 
fixed charges, of $33,267,000 for 
Class 1 railroads, but informed 
railroad men predicted today that 
continued favorable business in 
October was more than sufficient 
to put them in the black. With 
profits practically assured for No- 
vember and December, they ex- 
pect the carriers not only to off- 
set their losses, but also to earn 
a substantial profit. 

After six consecutive money 
losing months, the business up- 
turn gave the carriers a net in-

Ann felt better than she did at 
the beginning of the dinner be- 
cause someone—he thought it was 
“Tommy” Qualters, his personal 
bodyguard—had told her she was 
going to have the neck of the tur- 
key. She was worried until “the 
real thing” came to the table, he 
added. 

Ann, dressed in blue, with a 
wisp of pink ribbon in her hair, 
smiled up at the President. 

He recalled the early days of 
his visits to the foundation, how 
it grew, and how a spirit had 
grown up with the place. That 
spirit >of human relationships, he 
said, has. come to be recognized 
by many doctors as a factor in 
healing. 

Just before he finished his shor, 
extemporaneous address, the chicf 
executive worked in one addi- 
tional reference to peace and war. 
He waved a sheaf of telegrams, 
some of them from cabinet mem- 
bers, senators, congressmen, gov- 
ernors of many states, including 
Georgia. 

Reads Telegram. 

He singled out one which he 
said he believed was from a girl 
who used to be at the foundation. 
He read: 

“Here’s to our national birds, 
the eagle and the turkey. May the 
one give us peace in all our states 
and the other a piece for all our 
plates.” 

After the dinner there was a 
play by a cast of patients and mu- 
sic by a negro quartet from Tus- 
kegee Institute, Alabama. 

Mr. Roosevelt had talked of the 
fight against. infantile paralysis as 
a comparatively new one. He said 
even some of the older persons 
present might be surprised to learn 
that 50 years ago practically noth- 
ing was being done in the United 
States to help crippled people use 
their arms and legs again. 

There have been a tremendous 
change in the attitude of the peo- 
ple toward certain types of human 
affliction and tremendous strides 
in medical care, he asserted. 

Foundation’s Spirit. 

Here at Warm Springs, he said, 
something was discovered that was 
not known to the rest of the coun- 
try generally, He said it was em- 
bodied in the spirit of the founda- 
tion, and in the fact that human 
relationships were related to sci- 
ence and medicine. 

“Some of us have seen very 
wonderful modern hospitals,” the 
President said. “But somehow 
when one had gone through such 
an institution, one comes away 
feeling it’s all mechanized and 
doesn’t take into account human 
relationships. 

“Here at Warm Springs, because 
of national support, we have built 
up a mechanically perfect place. 
That is all to the good, 

“Yet, I'd hate to see Warm 
Springs go on in the days to come 
without the spirit of Warm 
Springs. The fact is, we are all 
part of a family, getting well not 
only in legs and arms, but also 
helping our minds in relationship 
to the minds around us.” 

Patients Cheerful. 

The faces of most of the patients 
were cheerful as they caught and 
reflected some of the exuberance 
of the occasion. The President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt were in in- 
formal evening dress, and many 
of the diners were in dinner 
dresses. 

Pumpkin coaches drawn by 
miniature turkeys and cornucopias 
spilling over with fruits and vege- 
tables decorated the tables. 

The patients sat at the Presi- 
dent’s table, having won their 
places by drawing lots, and for 
them the President carved turkey.

NAZI PLANES DROP 
‘BALLOON’ MINES

against which we cannot be at- 
tacked.” 


The eyewitness accounts of the 
sowing of the “balloon mines” 
from. the air, mostly at night, 
seemed to explain the recent 
nightly raids over British coastal 
areas by German bombing planes 
which madé no efforts to drop 
bombs. 


In a flight up the Thames es- 
tuary Wednesday night—when a 
German plane was shot down by 
British fire—two Nazi seaplanes 
were said to have skimmed only 
40 or 50 feet above the water and 
dropped “balloon mines.” One of 
the mines was sighted and ex- 
ploded by rifle fire, sending up a 
100-foot high geyser of water. 

Parachutes Check Fall. 


Experts said they believed the 
parachutes dropped from _ the 
planes dissolved in the water, per- 
mitting the mines to sink. . The 
parachutes presumably were’ de- 
signed, they said, to prevent dam- 
age to the delicate mechanism of 
the mines. . 

Geoffrey Shakespeare, parlia- 
mentary secretary of the admir- 
alty, announced in the house of 
commons today that 15 German 
mines had been washed ashore 
along the English coast last night 
alone but he did not reveal 
whether any of them appeared to 
be the new “balloon” type. 

The “balloon” mines, according 
to naval experts, are an extension 
of Germany’s mine warfare inas- 
much as the British claim proof 
that U-boats have been laying 
magnetic mines in violation of in- 
ternational law. 

Naval authorities refused to be 
alarmed by the startling disclos- 
ure, despite the steady increase in 
loss of ships and lives, and said 
that Britain and France can be 
expected to take “appropriate 
counter-measures.” 

Some quarters believed that 
German flying boats with a range 
of 5,000 miles or more and fully 
loaded with mines might be mak- 
ing rendezvous with U-boats far 
from regular shipping lanes. 

It was speculated that the 
“balloon” mines probably weigh 
about 500 pounds and that a sea- 
plane would be able to carry no 
more than three or four of them. 

There is a possibility, it was 
said, that the “balloon” mines are 
magnetically controlled, sinking to 
the bottom after the parachutes

A Biddable Suit 
ls Named Once 
Without Raise 


8y Harold Sharpsteen. 


Nearly 90 per cent of all open- 
ing bids in contract bridge are 
one-suit bids, principally because 
one-suit bids are made on hands 
containing all the way from two 
and one-half to five and one-half 
honor-tricks. 

Mere possession of the minimum 
amount of high-card tricks, how- 
ever, does not always constitute 
a sound opening bid. Opening 
bidder should have some notion 
where he is going and should be 
prepared to rebid in the event 
partner enters the auction. With- 
out a potential rebid in the hand, 
few opening bids are worth-while. 

REQUIREMENTS ARE SAME. 

Honor-trick requirements for 
sound opening one-suit bids are 
the same for any position at the 
table, vulnerable or not vulner- 
able. 

Holding two and one-half honor 
tricks minimum, it is permissable 
to open the bidding provided you 
hold a rebiddable suit. With a 
suit only biddable once, three 
honor-tricks are required to open 
the bidding. 

WHEN AND HOW. 

Knowing when it is safe to bid 
is a matter of being able to count 
your honor cards correctly. Know- 
ing how to bid depends on our 
knowledge of biddable and rebid- 
dable suits. 

A biddable suit can be named 
once without a raise from partner. 
A rebiddable suit can be bid 
twice, without support from part- 
ner. 

Any four-card suit is biddable 
once, when it contains two face- 
cards or better, as:

“Cold” Is Vicious 
Name for It 
By Dr. William Brady. 


From an raphe yg thy hl of ill- 
ness throug country some 
years ago the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service Bureau con- 
cluded that respiratory infections 
account for three-fourths of the 
illness doctors treat. : 
as they are called by people of the 
lowest intelligence. ‘Cri” (kreé) 
as I and a slowly increasing num- 
ber of others believe they should 


to be made. 

What proportion of these com- 
mon respiratory infections that 
keep the doctors busy if not pros-. 
perous—for doctor business; un- 
like other lines, goes up when in- 
come goes down or ceases alto- 
gether—is due to pneumococcus 
infection we can only estimate. 
My guess is that we may blame 
the ubiquitous pneumococcus for 
half of it. If you saw the article 
here the other day about the little. 
boy who had acute earache, then 
dizziness, with fever, and pain in 
the neck when he tried to raise his 
head, you know how the pneumo- 
coccus may gain a foothold in the 
form of a slight sore throat or so- 
called “head cold,” then find its 
way through the Eustachian tube 
middle ear, where it 
causes inflammation and pus-for- 
mation and thence invade the 
meninges -(brain-covering mem- 
branes) and cause meningitis. So 
you never know in the early stages 
just what an alleged “simple cold” 
may turn out to be. Remember 
that when you consider how read- 
ily the cri spreads via conversa- 
tional spray, for instance, as well 
as open-face sneezing or cough- 
ing. 

Pneumococcus infection is re- 
sponsible for ever sO many sore 
throats, with tonsilitis, and for 
many cases of quinsy (abscess 
around the tonsil) too. Of course 
it is the common cause of pneu- 
monia. In a considerable share of 
cases it is the main offense in 
acute bronchitis, and in not a few 
cases of acute pleurisy and em- 
pyema (abscess or pus-formation 
in pleural sac around the lung). It 
is an everyday cause of acute otitis 
media or inflammation of the mid- 
dle ear, acute mastoiditis or in- 
flammation of the air-space lin- 
ings in the bone back of the ear, 
and in some such cases the infec- 
tion finds its way into the brain 
covering membranes and causes 
meningitis. It begins nearly al- 
ways as an apparently slight sore 
throat or acute rhinitis or head 
catarrh. In that stage few in- 
dividuals give any serious consid- 
eration to precautions against 
spreading the infection, even if 
they realize vaguely that they are 
coming down with something 
probably communicable. They 
realize that only if they call it 
cri; not if they call it “cold.” 
Cri means .“common respiratory 
infection.” Cri is an honest term; 
“cold”. -is a vicious term. Take 
your choice—this is a free coun- 
try. 

I do wish I knew of some good 
remedy which would help to pre- 
vent cri—something more or less 
fool-proof. Several remedies com- 
monly used either as preventives 
or by way of first aid treatment 
are, in my judgment, not advis- 
able. I need not mention them 
now. But there is one I mention 
and recommend for the purpose— 
in tomorrow’s article.
